It is unnecessary for me to speak of the 
importance and uecessjty of this united or- 
ganization in carrying out its objeets, which 
ure to bind us closer to each other, to pre- 
serve the history of the great struggle, and 
protect and succor the disabled and needy 
among us. 

Will you inform me whether your camp has 
joined or will join, and whether you will send 
delegates to New Orleans, and how many?
